Potential Similarity in World’s Series Today and the;
Athletics-Giants Clash Decade Ago—What “Smoky ‘
Joe” May Not and What Alexander May Do

In more ways than one the seriea which
sinrts today beilween the Phillles and
Boaston Red Sox s similar to the his-
torle battle between the Athletica and
Gllants in 1908, which resulted In a victory
for the New Yothers In five games, all of
which were shut-outs

In the condition of the two pltching
siaffa thoe parallel is strong. In 185 the
Athletios looked like n wonderful bet for
the world's champlonahip title until a
few weekn before the close of the season,

when an accldetn deprived the team of |

tha services of the greatest southpaw
the game has ever produced, barring pos-
rmibly Eddle Plank,

In celebrating the glinching of the pen-
nant on the traln returning from Bosaton,
“Rube” Waddel and Andy Coakley waere
“outting up' when Waddell fell and in-
Jured his shoulder, Medlcal experts were
enlled, but apparently there was noth-
ihg wrong with Waddell's arm, although
the "Rube’ insisted that It palned him

Upon the return of the tesm to thia
city Waddall worked out at Columbin
Park, then the home of the Mackmen,
An
the time for the series approached there
wers many ugly rumors that Waddell did
not want to pltch and that he 4id not
care much whether the Mackien won or
not.

At any rate, the perien ook place with-
out Waddell on tha mound in any of the
games and the Mackmén were beaten.

Waddell pitched many upusual games
after that but he was never consisteant,
and oxcept on rare occanlons did not
have the apeed or fast-breaking drop ball
working properly.

In this respect Waddaell Is wery much
like “Emoky” Joe Wood, the real star
of the Red Bax pitching stafl.

Until 1t becams certaln that Waddell
would not be able to pitch In the series
the Athletics were top-hesvy favorites
becauss of the presence of Waddell and
saveral fine young pitchars, one of whom
was “Chief” Bender. When It was
known that Waddell would not pltch, the
confidence of the Glants inoreased and
the publie miso switched its opinlon as
to the probable outooms of the series.

With the Rex Sox and Joe Wood, it is
much the same. The Red Box pitching
SLAM ia pointed out as belng of wondar-
ful power, but in all the caloulations Joe
Wood always siands out at the head of
the list. Wood s the veteran, the man
who bas been through the mill, the brains
of the pltching staff, and it s to him
that the rest of the pitchers look for
sUuCCeAN,

If Wood Is the Wood of old, he Is Ukely
to give at least Ltwo wonderful exhibitions
of twirling; but if he ls not, will the effect
on the rest of the tenm be the same as
it was with the Athlstics in 10067

Already In Boston the fans are begin-
ning to doubt Woeod's abllity to come
buck in his old time form. He has pilohed
many briliant games this sesason, but
he has not been oconaistent, and just
when Carrigan began to balieve that he
was buck In shaps Lths rheumnatic shoulder
started (o bother him agaln.

Bome of the fans are inclined tw be
lleve that Manager Carrigan has been
